Background: The Department of Social and Health Services (DSHS) currently issues foster
home licenses for the licensee only at the location specified on the foster home licensing
application. A foster home license remains in effect for two weeks after a foster family
moves, but only if the foster home has an acceptable history of child care and the family
remains intact after the move.

Summary of Bill: A foster family home license remains in effect for 30 days after the foster
family moves to a new location. This occurs as long as the family remains intact after the
move, and the home has an acceptabl e history of child care. Before moving to a new location,
licensees must notify their licensor, and may request a continuation of the license at the new
location. Within 30 days of the licensee's request, DSHS must amend the license to reflect the
new location, as long as the new location and licensee meet minimum licensing standards.
